Defense iu the Heath Case 


Begun. 


TUPFEK'S OJPEMM STATEMENT 


tacking the Testimony of the 


Prosecution, 


At the opening of court yesterday Mr. 


Johnson announced that Dr. O. P. V. 
Watson was confined to his bed, and 
still unable to attend, and asked a fur- 
ther continuance. 


The court stated that the continuances 


already made admonished the court 
against further delay, and that the in- 
troduction of his evidence stated in the 
trial would be decided when the iesuo 
arose. Under Iliis ruling the prosecu- 
tion rested the case. 


W. D. Tupper, iu behalf of the de- 


fense, outlined the answer that would 
be made to the charges, in a long and ex- 
haustive statement of the matters to be 
presented, to the jury in rebuttal. 


In the afternoon the examination of 


witnesses began and with two exceptions 
was devoted to attacking tho statements 
of witnesses for tho prosecution and was 
without any sensational 'feature what- 
ever. In fact, the case ia one jf inter- 
mittent surprises, which bubble up m a 
remarkably sensational way, seething 
and fuming for the nonce like a geyser, 
and the next day a dead calm prevails 
with hardly a question to provoke an 
objection. Another remarkable feature 
of the case is the fact that during the 
entire eighteen days of tho trial there 
line not been ten minutes of argument. 
In fact objections, motions and offers 
ire disposed of without the labor of en- 
lightening the court with citations and 
arguments and so promptly that the elo- 
quence of the case will all bo condensed 
in the arguments at its close. 


MOUSING KKKSION. 


At the opening of court Mr. Johnson 


stated that lie was in receipt of a dis- 
patch from ganger stating that Dr. 
Watson could not come to court, and he 
,herefore asked a continuance of the 
case on that account. 


The court stated that continuances

OI'HNlNtl HTATKMEXT OF DIJl'KXHK. 


W. I). Tupper then made tho opening 


statement for the defense, 


After reciting the finding of the in- 


lictmcnt ho elated that the defense in 
jstablishinK the character of Kichnrd S. 
Heath would show that he was a gentle- 
nun and the eon of a gentleman. His 
athcr was a man of affairs, born in 
Maryland, and his mother a native of 
Itichmoiid, Va. 
Heath's father had 


jcen a soldier in the war with Mexico, 
participating in some of its noted buttles 
which he named. And after that war 
was United States treasury agent to pay 
off claims arising out of" it. Later he 
was a member of the firm of Heath, 
jircen & Allen, commission merchants 
n San Francisco; held positions of trust 
indcr Governor Welter and Hnijrlit and 
was consul for San Salvador and Nic- 
iraugua in Him Francisco and hud been 
nlerested in vineyards in St. Helena, 
Xtiim county. 


The defendant had been employed in 


unneroiis positions of trust, which he 
•ccited, in llodic, San Francisco and 
I'Yesno. In tho spring of 1892 he had 
teen employed to superintend vineyard 
ivork for Mr. HodgkhiB, adjoining tho 
Itarton vineyard, and at the close of his 
,erm there had taken interest in certain 
ocal candidates at the Democratic pri- 
narics, and was the close personal mid 
:>olttical friend of McWhirter. Tlie de- 
'enEe would prove that during the pri- 
nary campaign Heath had an altcrca- 
,ion with W. D. Grady in Monoghan's 
saloon, because 'Jrady was using abusive 
terms about McWhirtur which Ik-nth 
resented. And that on tho morning of 
L)IO murder he took Grady to task again 
for using disparaging terms about Mc- 
Whirter, after his death. 


Soon after Ins brother was drowned 


ind Heath went to San Francisco whore 
lie remained until he was employed at 
the Curtis vineyard, fourteen miles cual 
of the city, and that he hud not been in 
Krcsno fof some months prior to August 
JStli, when he came in with a load of 
iiay and to employ Chinamen to pick 
irupcs. He would be traced to China- 
town in connection with this matter, 
and his actions explained. 


He had arranged with John Henry to 


*o out to the vineyard, and before mid- 
night went Io Scott's silicon and in- 
quired for him ; not finding him he 
wont to tho Monarch saloon and took a 
drink. After he arrived F, W. I'olley 
came in and they walked down towards 
the Grand Central, Policy borrowing a 
half dollar of him, and Heath met John 
Henry ami walked to tho J street en- 
trance of the Grand Central hotel with 
him, and Heath went upstairs. 


They would further show that when 


he got up next morning he met Marion 
Childcrs, who told him of the murder 
and stated that Heath was suspected of 
it, and that he heard the name thing 
from others and became angry about it. 
He afterwards tendered his services us 
a pall hearer to Mrs. MnWhirtcr on hia 
way out to Ihe Curtis ranch, fourteen 
miles east of town, which he reached 
Iretwcen 4 and 5 o'clock, and where he 
remained during the night.

Heath was drinking too much aud some 
one put him in jail, from which Parsons 
took him out to his ranch lifter Lee 
Ulasiiij-ame had assured him lie would 
be good for the expense, and where Par- 
sons attempted to obtain information 
from him as to his. knowledge ot the 
crime. The defense would show that the 
auspicious remark made by Heath while 
there was merely in approval of Parsons' 
theory and that Pareons hud said as 
much in the presence of J. D. Collins, 
John K. Austin and others during the 
latter part of the last trial.

IMPUDENCE AGAIN. 


With nn impudence' which 1ms chnr- 


nclerm'tl il of late, the Expositor of last, 
evening undertakes to tell THK H 
UCAN what it sho'ulil not publish in re- 
gard lo the deliberations of the board of 
directors of the raisin and fruit growers' 
orpnnizatiop. In a half column of med- 
dlesome impertinence it makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 


THK KurriiucAS this morning pave 


premature publication to some frag- 
mentary minors about a meeting of the 
directors of the Central California Kai- 
ein and Dried Fruit Association that 
can hardly have the effect of improving 
the situation any, and that may result 
in doing much harm to the cause that 
all have so much at heart. 


The proper answer to the above is that 


it is untrue. -This paper gave publica- 
tion to no fragmentary rumors what- 
ever. The statements which it made 
were not only "authorized" by a 
mem- 


ber of the directory—the authenticity 
of whose statement the Expositor will 
not question—but the announcement 
that arrangements have been made for 
the securing of ample funds to meet the 
necessities of growers was particularly 
requested to be made for the sufficient 
reason that needy growers might other- 
wise be induced to make contracts ont- 
aide the organization. 


The Expositor uses PS a basis for its 


allegation that this paper has printed 
fragmentary rumors as news, an alleged 
interview with n member of the board 
of directors, who is reported as saying 
that the statements made in THK RKITB- 
I.ICAN were "all wrqng,'' and were "un- 
authorized" and premature, and that 
"the tendency of the publication was 
rat her lo defeat the purpose the direc- 
tors have in view." If any member of 
the board of directors made such state- 
ment to the Exposilor, we desire to Bay 
to that person that while in this m- 
stftnce this paper was "unauthorized" 
to publish what it did by a member of 
the board of directors, that in any case 
where a etute of facts of general public 
interest are known to THK KEITIJI.CAN it 
docs not require the "authorization" of 
anybody outside (he management of 
the paper to permit the publication of 
such facts. These are matters entirely 
within ihe discretion of the management 
of the paper, and we believe it hits usu- 
ally shown itself capable of proper dis- 
crimination when important fuels have 
come into its possession. 


As to the statement that the publica- 


tion of what is being done by the board 
of directors will tend to defeat its pur- 
poses, that is evidently untrue unless 
something were made public that could 
be used by the enemies of the organiza- 
tion, or upon the one other contingency 
thai llie board is taking a course which 
will not be indorsed by the growers 
themselves, for whom the hoard IP act. 
ing. 
In that improbable event the

interests of all the growers. Tin: Ili> 
runucAX now knows a number of things 
in regard to the action of the board 
which it does not deem expedient to 
make public until thuy have taken mure 
definite shape, or until the conclusion 
should be reached that the interests of 
the growers demanded their publication, 
but for what we have published we have 
no apologies to make to anybody. 


THE cheerful news comes in THE KK- 


ITHUCA.V'B telegraphic dispatches this 
morning that Congressman Bowers baa 
finally succeeded in hie efforts to enlist 
the services of the government in bchall 
of the settlers to whom it has given titles 
to certain lands in this valley, and whicl:

tterics. 
There are half a dozen or more lottery 
ma in Chinatown and tickets are sold 
nerally. It is said by those who play 
em that tho odds offered by the (Jhi- 
se lotteries are heavier than those of 
y other, but they are. popular on ac- 
unt of tho low price of the tickets. 
It is said that all classes play the Chi- 
se lotteries, from mechanics to busi- 
es men. They are particularly attrac- 
ts to the former on account of their 
eapneas, but the poor follows (ind 
em dear enough after they have had 
jricf experience with them. 
The conductors of these lotteries have 
en particularly bold of late, and tick- 
s have been openly on sale in most of 
o Chinese stores. There seems to be 
sort of crane forOhmcs« lottery tickets 
nong tho whites, and it is quite a coin- 
on thing to see whito people at the 
a wings.

Tho Ute Professor Nmvbcrry of Co- 


lumbia college, New York, showed sci- 
entifically sonic yours ago how oriingoa 
Bii'l apples ure able to resist frost to an 
uiinsuiil degrre. liis explanation is es- 
pL'cinlly interesting to every citrus fruit 


The professor showed that it is » law 


of cryst;iDilution or freezing or solidify- 
ing that this process depends upon suv- 
i'r;il L'miditioiw uf tho luiuid to be crys- 
tallized or fruzon, by which is meant sim- 
ply that the liquid is changed into u solid. 
The effect of evaporation has much to do 
with it, sis this itself reduces the tempera- 
ture ofliquid to a considerable ex tout. 
us may he discovered by any person who 
will pour a littlo ether in his hand and 
blow upon it, when the greatly increased 
coolness will bo felt, In Indiii water is 
frozen by exposing it in porous jars to 
tliL- cold night winds when the tempera- 
ture of tho uir is several degrees nbovo 
the freezing point. 


Ico may be formed in n redhot cruci- 


ble by the sudden evaporation of liquid 
carbonic acid or in a saucer under the re- 
ceiver of an nirpuuip by the evaporation 
of it nnd the rapid absorption of the va- 
por that escapes by reason of the reduced 
pressure by sulphuric acid in another 
saucer. 


Again, solutions of various substances, 


as sugar and crystallized salts, will not 
freeze at tho ordinary temperature at 
which ico is formed in pure water. Thus 
n solution of salt requires a lower tem- 
perature to become- frozen than fresh 
water does, and it is well known that 
sugar sirup can hardly be frozen at any 
ordinary temperature. Further, tho ten- 
sion under which liquids are held lias an

A light tension 
makes freezing easier, while a high one 
retards the congelation. 


Now, nil these facts have n bearing iu 


the case of oranges and other fruits, as 
well ns the sap of tret-f. Watery sap of 
very succulent pliui!:; freezes much more 
easily than the sweet and dense sap of 
the m:iple or f.u- hickory. Home buds 
will resist freezing quite stubbornly at )i 
very low temperature, ami tin? resinous 
covering of tho bud scales of trees, as 
those of the horse chestnut, exert a great 
resistance to freezing. 


The sap or juice of the —>ugu contains 


a large quantity of citric iic»1 in solu- 
tion, and a low temperature is required 
to congeal such u solution. It also con- 
tains considerable sugar, and this tends 
to roF-lFt cold. The sap or juico, which 
exists in this fruit in the proportion of 
78 per cent in the orange, is under con- 
siderable tension, and this exerts SOUK 
resistance to freezing, and finally the 
sap is not exposed to evaporation be- 
cause of its tight covering by which it ia 
protected. 


Thus an orange must be exposed to a 


lower temperature than the ordinary 
freezing point of water before it will 
freeze. The same applies lo other fruits, 
as apples nnd vegetables and potatoes, to 
some'extent.—Pomona (Cal.) Progress,

That is the reason I did 
lot patent or pnsli them very hard, (-spe- 
cially as 1 had it goud trade in seals and 
sealing wax and feared that envelopes 
would interfere with tliL-m. At Jirst 
;hey were only used for liiismrwi pur- 
poses, and it was some time before they 
wero employed in Hocial correspondence, 
as u person was considered lacking in re- 
fipect to a friend when he had to lick tho 
pirn on the envelope sent him. I nleo 
nude the first mucilage known in the 
Jnited States, and when postage stamps 
wero introduced tho contractor had to 
coma to mo to learn how tho gum was 
made, and I gave, him tho information 
jratia."
